Paris. July 24.—King Alfonso's part 


in the romance of his cousin. Prince 
Alfonso of Hourlion-Orleans. the true 
story of which has just come out. is 
likely to startle Europe and create a 
greater sensation than did the wed- 
ding and subsequent "degradation" of 
the prince. 


It has been said that the king re- 


fused his consent to the marriage of 
his relative and namesake to the Prin- 
cess Beatrice of Saxe-Coburg. This, 
t has just been learned, was directly 
the opposite to what he did do. 


King Alfonso not only favored the 


match but advised it. 
He not only 


advised it hut aided and abetted it. 
Not only did he tell the young couple 
most InteresteJ to go ahead and get 
married, but lie directed his personal 
influence in obtaining the necessary 
consent of the church. 


Tolls Him to Marry Her Anyhow. 
The young ruler, when his adminis- 


trative advisers had said 
no to the 


wedding, called his cousin to him and 
asked the latter what he intended to 
do about it in the.face of governmental 
opposition. 
The cousin said he was 


going to marry the girl, it muttered 
not what ministers said or did. With 
this reply the king was highly pleased. 
He told his cousin to proceed, and that 


not take place on account of the diffi- 
culties it would cause the government. 
Kiug Alfonso was absolutely furious. 


Princvss Beatrice, because of her 


frU-!idshii> for Queen Victoria, said she 
would give up the prince and King Al- 
fynso summoned the prince to Madrid 
and asked what it was his intention to 
do in the matter. The prince replied 
tliat he had given his word to make 
Beatrice his wife and besides Ills per- 
sonal feelings would not permit him to 
retire from the proposed union and 
that he intended to marry the princess 
regardless of consequences. 


Reply Worthy of a Bourbon. 


King Alfonso warmly congratulated 


the prince on his attitude, saying that 
his reply was just what he had ex- 
pected, that it was worthy of a Hour- 
bon. and even if the. constitution pre- 
vented him from giving olllcial con- 
sent to the marriage without the ap- 
proval of his ministers, he. as Alfonso 
of Buurbon. would do everything in 
his power for the couple. 


Princess 
Beatrice 
then 
departed | 


from Madrid ami Prince Alfonso upon 
the advice of thfi king, went to see 
Pope Pius and asked for a dispensa- 
tion for a mixed marriage. The Span- 
ish government, meantime, warned the 
Vatican of the proposed union, and the 
dispensation neither was grunted nor 
actually refused. After this the cou- 
ple 
waited 
patiently, 
considering 


themselves alllanced. as also did King 
Alfonso, who visited Princess Beatrice 
at Munich last summer. 


When the prince graduated from the 


military school at Toledo July 12 he

King Alfonso grunted the 
prince a three days' leave of absence 
before going to Melilla and urged him 
secretly to marry Princess Beatrice, 
declaring that he would wire the bis- 
hop of Bamberg to grant a dispensa- 
tion.

queen and the queen mother, knowing 
the prince's infatuation, espoused his 
cause and sought to induce Beatrice 
to relent. 
The princess, however, de- 


clared, that she never would change 
her religion, but finally when she said 
she had no objection to rearing her 
children as Catholics the queen mother 
replied: 


."Then there is not the slightest dif- 


ficulty to the union. 
I always said 


that if I- had had a second 
son he 


should have married a Protestant." 


She added that she herself had Pro- 


testant ancestors. 


Rujer Asks Hand for Cousin. 


Later at La Granja, King 
Alfonso 


formally asked the hand of Princess 
Beatrice for his 
cousin, and 
when 


Beatrice on that occasion raised the 
question of religion his majesty said: 


"I give you my word of honor there 


will not be the slightest difficulty." 


The prince then again proposed and 


was accepted, and the couple, who had 
not yet apprised Beatrice's mother, the 
duchess of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, 
with difficulty prevented King Alfonso 
from officially announcing the engage- 
ment. 


When he returned to Madrid King 


Alfonso asked Premier Maura what he

Tuberculosis Hospital commission of 
Indiana was bitterly disappointed yes- 
terday afternoon, when Governor Mar- 
shall Informed the members that the 
appropriation act of the last genera 
assembly does not provide for the op- 
ening and maintaining of the hospita 
after It IMS been completed. 


This means that the hospital whlcl 


s now being constructed at Rockvllle 
ml., and which 
will 
be 
completed 


about next April, cannot be occupie< 
until the state legislature meets an> 
appropriates money for Its mainten 
ance. 


The commission held a long confer 


nee with the governor yesterday. The 
hief executive decided that it was the 
Business of the commission to spend 
money for those things set forth in the 
appropriation act. The last session of 
he legislature, which provided funds 
or the building of the hospital, neg- 
ected to provide money for opening 
he institution and paying its 
ex- 


penses. 


No Way to Remedy It. 


"There is no way to get around this 


proposition, gentlemen." said the gov- 
ernor. "The act is very plain and we 
could not expend money in starting 
the institution without violating the 
law." 


Dr. Henry Moore, chairman of the 


commission and supervisor of the hos- 
pital now building, said 
last night: 


''This is a sad blow to me, for I be- 
lieved that as soon as we finished the 
institution we could open it for the 
consumptive victims of the state. This 
means life or death to many who had 
hoped to go there next spring and be 
cured. Under the law the hospital wil 
have to remain closed for something 
like nine months. It seems to me tha 
this was a bad oversight on the part o 
the legislature." 


Dr. Moore thinks that the legislatun 


in failing to fix a fund for running th 
hospital believed that the institution 
would not be completed before the nex 
session at the general assembly.

Moore estimates that it would requir 
something like J40.000 to keep the hos 
pital in operation from the time it 1 


ompleted until funds appropriated b] 
he next legislature would be available

Oregon and Washington, is the wood 
best adapted for the manufacture of 
such pipe, this timber, when saturat- 
ed with water and protected from out- 
side influences, being practically ever- 
lasting. Popular Mechanics for August 
describes the methods used in banding 
the staves into pipe, and says: 


"Nearly 11,000 feet of this type of 


stave pipe, S% feet in diameter, has 
also been placed in operation to fur- 
nish water for the turbines of the elec- 
tric plant that furnishes the power to 
draw the trains of the Great Northern 
railroad through Its tunnel In the Cas- 
cades. The plant develops 16.000 horse 
power. The maximum head carried by 
the pipe is 163 feet.

rather slowly all day took on 'a livelier 
speed in the closing hours of the pri- 


. • mary, and 
between 6 and 8 o'clock 


Friday evening there 'was a rush of 
voters at many of the precinct polling 
places. 
The day passed off without 


disorder, and there was practically no 
difficulty at 
the 
polls. 
Challenges 


were few. 


First Returns Came Early. 


The use of the 
voting machines 


made it possible to 'ascertain the re- 
sult much earlier than would have 
been possible under the old system of 
voting by ballot. 
This 'had been ex- 


pected, 'and down town 
there 
were 


eager crowds grouped about the news- 
paper offices and the city hall to hear 
the returns. 


The first precinct to 'be reported to 


The Sentinel was the Eighth precinct" 
of the Third ward, which reached this 
office1 at 8:15 o'clock, just fifteen min- 
utes'after the voting had ceased. The 
Sixth precinct of the Second ward was 
next to arrive a few minutes later, and 
Inside of half an hour seven or eight 
additional'precincts had been reported. 
Then came a lull, and returns came 
more slowly for the reason that elec- 
tion officials did not take into account 
the anxiety1 of'the public for the news 
and were not in a hurry. 


McCulloch led slightly throughout 


the early returns, but the contest nar- 
rowed down to so infinitesmal a mar- 
gin that a single precinct might have 
changed the result. 


McCulloch Led by Ten Votes. 


- This served to intensify the interest 
still more, and with one precinct yet 
missing McCulloch had a. lead of ten 
votes over Schmidt. ' The unreported 
precinct was the Twenty-sixth of the 
Ninth ward, and it was 10:30 o'clock 
before the vote from this precinct was 
available, and with it came the in- 
formation that the delay had been due 
to the fact that Inspector C. A. Hays 
wanted to consult some law'hefore the 
precinct vote was certified. 
- The result from the 'Twenty-sixth 
settled the contest, giving Mr. Schmidt 
a plurality of four votes. The Senti- 
nel, in addition to posting bulletins, is- 
sued 'two extras which were eagerly 
snapped up by the waiting crowds 
upon the street. 


At all stages of the 
returns the 


newspaper 'offlces were in possession of 
the precinct results in advance of the 
election commissioners waiting at the 
city hall to make the official tabula- 
tion. The vote of Mr. Schmidt 
is 


(slightly more than 21 per cent of the 
total democratic vote cast. 


Republican Vote Light. 


The republican vote was very light, 


only about 3,000 members of that party 
having turned out to the'primary. The 
defeat of Judge Skelton by Jesse Grice 
lor the mayoralty nomination had been 


', 
forecasted by the prognostications, and 
the lack'of party interest is explained 
by the fact that the republican con- 
tests were not sufficiently exciting to 
bring out the vote. 


The striking feature of the repub- 


lican showing is the defeat of Gustave 
A-'Schwegmnh for clerk by 'William T. 
Jefferies. Mr. Schwegman was repeat- 
edly urged to make the race when it 
seemed certain that he would have no 
competition for the nomination, and he 
consented to do so. A week before the 
primary William 
T. 
Jefferies, 
who 


served as city clerk under the Oakley 
administration, announced his candi- 
dacy and began a lively canvass that 
carried him to the nomination over 
Mr. Schwegman. 


Canvass of the Vote. 


The official canvass of the returns 


was taken up by the board of election 
commissioners at the 
city 
council 


chamber, and Messrs. Mungovan, Un- 
derwood and Hartzell, 
the , commis- 


tioners. had the assistance of Will 
Johnson, Ray McAdams, W. B. Cook. 
Charles King and Mr. Ellenwood as 
clerks. In the earlier portion of the 
evening the crowd in the chamber was 
not large, but after 9 o'clock the room 
was packed by supporters o£ the vari- 
ous candidates. 


It was just 8:25 o'clock -when the 


first return sheet was receipted for by 
Mr. Mungovan. H was from the Sev- 
enth precinct. The Eighth came in a 
few minutes later. In some instances 
there 'was delay due to the fact that 
inspectors had failed to secure 
the 


signatures of all the election officers 
to the precinct certificates, and it was 
necessary to send out and hunt up the 
missinK sicnatnre?. The Twelfth pre- 
cinct was the last to turn in' its official 
figures at the city hall, and it was 2 
•'clock this morning when the official

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IOUEL ADAMS, formerly District Attorney 
of New Orleans, and one of the most successful

as to fulfil tho requirements of the law of evidsnce 
then I would unhesitatingly and unequivocally rec- 
ommend it. 


"It must be remembered that this species of testi- 


mony is not admitted out of consideration of policy 
or necessity. 


"On the contrary, there is scarcely any cause 


imaginable triable in a court of justice the deter- 
mination of which is not more or less dependent 
Upon circumstances. It Is a class of proof univer- 
sally recognized as being capable of bringing to the 
mind the most absolute sense of certainty. 


"It reckons with the human frailty and human 


fallibility for the precept that it is better that ten 
iruilty men should escape than that one innocent 
man should suffer, and finds expression in thc cardi- 
nal rule that 'to justify the inference of legal guilt 
Jrom circumstantial evidence the existence of tho 


• Inculpatory facts must be absolutely incompatible 
with the innocence of the accused, and incapable of 
sxplanation upon any other reasonable hypothesis 
:han that of his guilt.' 


"See what is essential:— 


"First—The circumstances from which the con- 


tusion, is drawn must be fully established. 
' "Second—All the facts must be consistent with, the 
iypothesis of guilt. 


"Third—The circumstances must be of a conclu- 


live nature and tendency. 
' 


"Fourth—The circumstances must to a moral cer- 


tainty actually exclude every hypothesis except the 
me proposed to be proved. 


"With these safeguards an unlawful conviction 


Beems practically impossible. 


"During an active and. extensive practice in the 


. '.riminal courts of New Orleans, covering thirty 
fears, I have never known or heard of a case in 
ffhich it -vas even suspected that an innocent de- 
fendant had been convicted on circumstantial evi- 
lence. 


"This species of proof lessens the danger of reach- 


ng an erroneous conclusion cither from the honest 
mistake or the wilful falsification of a witness. It 
nultiplies the number of the facts to be proven and 
if- witnesses by whom they are to be established. It 
'lessens the danger of fabrication by reason of the 
rarying circumstances required to complete the 
main.- When justly considered and properly ap- 
plied it furnishes the most satisfactory, reliable and 
conclusive of all proof dependent upon human testi- 
mony."

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Robbers Matched by Organized Secret Service and the 
Mandate That Makes Capture Alone the End of an

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U1LE the golden age of the train wrecker 
and robber bus waned, and the picturesque 
holdup man bas ceased from troubling to 
some extent, express companies In the United 
States still lose thousands of dollars annually 


In money, jewels and valuables, and each of them 
maintains a standing urmy for defence against baa- 
dlt and defaulter. 


The annals of crime directed against the express 


companies are filled with thrilling incidents. The dar- - 
lug of outlaws, the bravery of messengers, the skill 
and persistence of agents of justice go to make a story 
more stirring than that of any other phase of the war 
waged by the desperado upon property. 
Although 


armored cars, burglar proof safes and powerful pri- 
vate detective forces have set some bar to activities 
of robbers of the .Tames type, sueb men have by no 
means disappeared. The chances against them are 
greater, but they have still to be reckoned with. And 
the situation has been complicated further by the 
clever Inside manipulator, the package snatcher. the 
thief who relies upon cunning and wit rather than 
upon mask and revolvers. 


In the management of an involved transportation

When seen recently Mr. William A. Pinkerton said 


that the situation os to express companies is made sat- 
isfactory only at the expense of constant vigilance. 
The result is obtained by tireless persistence and 
watching. 


Mr. Pinkerton's .View of It. 


"The greatest help we have at present lies in the 


reputation we have built up and are maintaining 
among the criminal class," he said. 
''The Adams 


. Company has always taken the position that the 


criminal and not the money is the thing to land. 
Consequently we hare never had to compromise. 


. When we are after a thief he knows that we want 


him and he cannot dicker for immunity. We get 
what he has stolen, of course, if we can. But it Is 
much better to make an example of him than to 
recover every cent he has taken." 


In this Mr. Pinkerton struck the keynote of the 


attitude of the companies toward the class that 
preys upon them. They have been forced into un- 
relenting tactics as the price of reasonable safety, 
and when a robber makes one of them his victim he 
can count upon having on his trail a pursuer that 
will never rest until he has paid the penalty. 


"For the last quarter of a century," said Mr. Pinker- 


ton, "the 'yeggs' and holdup men have been chiefly a 
Western product from the cattle country. Cowboys 
n-ith criminal instincts passed naturally through the 
development of camp thieves, horse rustlers, stage 
and, finally, train robbers. 
Their followers and dis- 


ciples were drawn from among mechanics who came 
out during the great railroad development and who 
were familiar with the use of dynamite and nitro- 
glycerine. 
The original train robbing band was 


usually from five to eight strong. It dwindled to from 
three to five, and of iate years a number of robberies 
have been handled by but one man. 


"Recently we have had to contend also with the 


ftishonest employe, who maps out a smooth plan for 
inside theft and covers his tracks skilfully. This is a 
different gauie and calls for auother kind of detective 
ability." 


A typical instance of the real train holdup con- 


ducted in traditional melodramatic style took place 
!n Montana recently. A Northern Pacific passenger 
nrain was stopped near'Bear Mouth by two masked 
tnfin. They entered the tender at a water tank and 
crawled forward over the coal to the. cab. 
Revolvers 


at the nape of his neck induced the engine driver to 
set his brakes, and the bandits turned their attention 
to the express car. The messenger locked his doors, 
suspecting the cause of the sudden halt, and the 
robbers forced the engine driver to light the fuse 
to a stick of dynamite that made an entrance for 
them. 


Having bound and gagged the messenger 
they 


tried to open the safe, and after setting off five 
charges of dynamite without result they placed au 
enormous charge that blew the side out of the car 
and hurled the safe forty feet. They obtained about 


- $05.000 and made off. One of those to head a posse 


ra pursuit was "Kid" Curry, himself a notorious train 
robber. It was believed that the two men were 
members of his. former band. 


A little more than a year ago the Oriental Limited, 


of the Great Northern, was held up by four robbers 
near Rondo, Mont.

Before entrance was gained, however, the . 


messenger succeeded in hiding two strong boxes con- 
taining $1.00,000 iu gold coin under a coffin and these 
were overlooked. 
The robbers lacked the profes- 


sional touch and the' 'affair was laid to Koosier 
youths 'who had been reading penny dreadfuls. 


A similar saving for an express company was 


made about the same time on the Hannibal and 
St. Joseph .Railroad, in Missouri. While, the bandits 
were forcing an entrance the messenger kicked a 
package containing $10,000 under the stove and it 
was overlooked. The robbers took 547.80 from the 
safe and were satisfied. 


Many are the uulauded heroes who have stood 


bravely to their duty in the defence of properly in ex- 
press cars. 
Express messengers have repeatedly 


taken the utmost risks in resisting holdups and many 
of them have paid for their courage with their lives. 
The man who undertakes to garrison a car in which 
hundreds of thousands of. dollars may be stowed 
through vast stretches of country where train robbers 
have been operating displays no mean bravery. It is 
a fearsome thing to hear the pounding of revolver 
butts' upon the doors and a command to open from 
reckless men who are ready to kill and armed with 
dynamite. Yet, single handed, messengers have stood 
off the fiercest attacks. Their employers do not ask 
of them that they give their lives, but it is expected 
that they will contest the attempt to the iast inch, 
and they do it. 


Mystery still surrounds .the killing of an American 


Express Company messenger in Dallas, Texas, a few 
years ago. The train was moving through the yards 
and the messenger, Coucannou, was seen standing at 
the open door of his car as it passed a point six: hun- 
dred yards from the platform. There was a brief de- 
lay at a switch and the train drew into the station. 
Agents ran a truck to the side of the car, but Concan- 
non did not appear. They climbed inside to find the 
messenger stretched upon the floor fatally injured. 
There were evidences of a struggle. His skull had 
been crushed with an iron bar. The safe was not 
locked and §10,000 was missing from it. The whole 
affair, murder and robbery, had been accomplished 
within five minutes and no trace of the criminal or 
the way he had entered and departed was ever dis- 
covered. 


"Joe" Shannon, one of the best known express mes- 


sengers of the country, was in the employ of the 
Adams Express Company for twenty-five years. He 
prevented robberies a score of times, was the means 
of sending twenty-two bandits io the penitentiary 
and killed two. He was overpowered in one attack 


Even the detectives whose lives have been spent in 


running down express robbers yield a grudgiug ad- 
miration to the man -who, without confederate or 
assistant, holds up* a train, overawes messenger and 
crew and makes his haul successfully. 
There is a 


forceful quality in a bandit capable of such an act 
and he is no mean antagonist. 
. Crimes frequently have been committed against ex- 
press companies with the connivance or active partici- 
pation of dishonest messengers. While the average, of 
the ,'iien employed in this capacity is high, the oppor- 
tunities offerer! by the position have proved too much 
for some men with straight records, while criminals 
have lived honestly for years in order to obtain such 
a post. 


"The first thing to question in express robberies is 


whether or not the messenger has been absolutely 
square with the company," says Mr. Pinkerton, on 
this phase of the subject. "He is subjected to strong 
temptation, and by working in with the bandits can 
give them a free hand while keeping aa appearance 
of innocence." 


This point arose in connection with one of the most 


famous express robberies of the many in which 
William A. Pinkerton and his brother Robert were 
concerned. Just before a train on the St. Louis and 
San Francisco Railroad left St. Louis a stranger ap-

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agreed and peeled them off. On the back of his left 
hand I saw a deep imprint of four linger nails. Later, 
on examining the body of Nicholls, I found shreds of 
skin under the nails on his right hand. After that I 
found o scrap of bond paper in the caboose where the 
men slept." 


While the public and the authorities accepted the 


story of the bandits without question Pinkercon worked 
for a year on the private theory he had formed. 
He 


traced Schwartz to Philadelphia, -where he visited his 
wife. 
This was of the more interest, in that Schwartz 


had recently married a woman in Chicago. 
On the 


brakemaii's return to that city Pinkerton caused his 
an-est on. a charge of bigamy. A well known Phila- 
delphia attorney was brought on to defend him. Just 
at the moment when Schwartz was bailed out on the 
bigamy charge Pinkerton caused him to be spirited 
into the bauds of the Grundy county authorities, who 
had papers ready for his arrest in the .Nicholls' case. 
Schwartz and Watt were sentenced to life imprison- 
ment for the murder.

effort to recover the $21.000 loot

Fotheringham Vindicated- 


Patient tracking brought about the arrest of the

Almost the entire 
sum was recovered and the nieu were sent to prison 
for long terms. Fgtheringham was finally vindicated. 


Of more serious character was the robbery of an 


express car on the Chicago, Rock IsUnd and Pacific 
Railroad between Joilet anil Morris and the murder ot 
the messenger, Kellogg Nicholls. 
Wheu William A. 


Pinkerton received word of the affair he telegraphed 
to have the express car kept, locked until his arrival. 


"The first thing 1 noticed when 1 climbed inside," 


said Mr. Pinkerton, "was that the stove poker, covered 
with blood and hair, was hanging on its usual nail. 
Nicholls had been beaten about the head with the 
poker and his throat had been cut. The thought 
struck me immediately that no outsider would take 
the trouble to return the poker to its place. That 
could only be the unthinking act of a man accustomed 
to keep a car neat and orderly.' 1 said nothing about 
the circumstance, however, and questioned the train 
crew. 


"Ttm story told by the two witnesses, Harry 


Schwartz, a brafccnian, and Newton Watt, the baggage 
man, was that robbers had held them up through the 
transom o£ the baggage car and forced them to give 
up a key to the express car. after which Nicholls 
was killed.

The history of express car holdups is not without 


its touches of humor. John Dalton, a famous bandit, 
conceived a picturesque holdup on the Northwestern 
Railroad. He had a stuffed buffalo constructed for 
his purpose with a space inside in which he could 
conceal himself. 
Having ensconced himself in his 


strange hiding place he had the buffalo shipped by 
express. 


The messenger sat admiring the lifelike appear- 


ance of the former monarch of the prairies that occu- 
pied one corner of his car until the train passed Dead- 
wood, S. D. 
He was suddenly startled to observe 


that one of the glass eyes had disappeared. Presently 
something else that he recognized as a rifie barrel 
pushed at him through the socket and t\ voice that 
came apparently from the spirit of a dead bison or- 
dered him to throw up his hands. Quick as a Hash 
the messenger had seized the situation and with a 
spring to one side he was out of ninge. 


Then be vaulted onto the back of the buffalo, 


reached forward and gripped the gun ban-el in both 
bands. The stuffed figure sank beneath his weight 
until it rested on the shoulders of the helpless bandit. 


"Captain Bob" liunch was ove of the most active 


of express car roblx-rs in the South, which at oue time 
was terrorized by criminals of his following and kind. 
He was finally run duwii and killed by detectives In 
the employ of the Southern Kxpress Company. 


A tangled case of tin- "inside" variety was the dls- 


appearaure of $IO.CKX> in currency sent by au express 
company from Now York to biisimehanua for the pay- 
ment of employes in the Krie Railroad shops. 
It was 


enclosed iu a canvas po'K-h, with ta.^ and seal, delivered 
by lho Marine National I'.aiik, transported aud locked 
In the express company's safe at SusqUfhanua. When 
the agent opened the bag he found that it contained 
packages of brown paper, neatly clipped and tied to 
represent bills. 


The Pinkertons were called in. 
They found that 


the l>aK. seal aud las were bogus and hud been sub- 
stituted at some point. Acting on a "tip" from n pro- 
fessional thief that an employe of the railroad was 
concerned, they learned that a foreman in the boiler 
simp had recently obtained leave of absence. 
On this 


slender clew they followed the man, found he had 
squandered money and arrested him. 
He confessed 


that he had taken wax impressions of the keyholea 
in the safe and the ottice door and named accomplices 
in Canada. On his representation that he could lure 
the others to the United States they let him go, where- 
upon he escaped to Canada. 


The next move of the Pinkertons was an Indication 


of their far reaching influence. They caused a rumor 
to reach the ears of the foreman aud his confederates 
that they were wanted by the Canadian police for a 
robbery there. The foreman boarded a train for Port- 
laud at once. One of the Pinkertons met the train 
at Island Pond, Vt., after It crossed the border and 
caught him. 


$100,000 in a Potato Sack. 


A singular robbery was that committed by an 


express messenger on the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific Railroad. Two packages of currency, each 
containing $50,000, were in his safe. He had brought 
along seven sacks of potatoes which he intended to 
leave at Davenport, his home. While the train was 
drawing into Davenport he had a sudden impulse to 
taken some money, and he stripped a ten dollar bill 
from one of the packages. 
Then, as he later ex- 


plained, he reflected that he might as well take all 
as part, so he tumbled the whole $100,000 Into a 
potato sack. With tills over bis shoulder he left the 
car at the station .and walked to a barn on the out- 
skirts, wbere he concealed all but $1,000, after which 
he started for Chicago. 


The theft was discovered when his car arrived in 


Chicago and 'he was captured1 the moment he set foot 
in that cily. He accompanied the detectives back to 
Davenport, and the barn, and the entire treasure, with 
the exception ot $G, was in the hands of the company's 
officials exactly twenty-four hours after it 'had been 
removed from the safe. The messenger could never 
explain what his plan had been or how he expected 
to evade pursuit. 
• 


A poorly dressed young man entered a trunk store 


in Milwaukee carrying a valise. He selected a trunk 
and left the valise, asking that it be enclosed in the 
larger receptacle and sent to an address he gave. 
While the clerk was following these instructions the 
valise flew open. It was full of money, more than 
$90,000 In all. The police were notified and the young 
man was arrested when he came to inquire for his 
trunk. He was a money clerk in an express ofGcce at 
St. Louis and had simply walked out with the money 
during business hours. 


Better planned, if equally futile, was the adventure, 


of an express agent in. Golden City, Mo. 
He 


found that he had a bundle of bills containing ?S.OOO 
in his office one daj-, aud decided that this was his 
chance for a European tour. Next day his wife missed 
her husband and her best mourning costume, which 
she won; on account of her father's death. Mean- 
while a charming widow, quite fashionable in appear- 
ance except as to the feet, was on a train bound, for 
St. Louis. The feet attracted considerable attention 
in the streets and the widow was arrested on sus- 
picion. The express agent went no further with his 
European trip. 


Another kind of theft for which the companies and 


their secret service forces must be ever on the alert is 
the stealing of packages from express wagons on the 
city delivery routes. A clever band of thieves, whose 
method WHS to steal horse, wagon, packages and all, 
recently gave much trouble. They usually operated 
by sending a small parcel by express to an address on 
the top floor of a building. Waiting near at hand 
until the driver was upstairs, they fastened the front 
door from the outside with a cl':i.in au-I padlock, 
mounted the wagon aud drove calmly away. 


Big Haul from a Truck. 


Two truck robbers of this kind made a rich haul cf 


eight trunks a few yeiirs ago. They were identifier 
by a process ot elimination, the detectives searching 
out every thief hi the city who had ever carried oil 
this form of depredation. Their rooms were watched 
and the wife of one of them was arrested first. When 
she was searched she had bracelets aud brooches 
worth $2.000 in her clothing aud a bag containing 
more jewelry. Nearly .$20,000 worth of valuables was' 
recovered when the men were arrested. 


Drivers on an express wagon in Jersey City stole 


a small package marked as containing jewelry, and 
on opening it discovered a diamond necklace of fifty- 
seven stones, worth SCi.OOO. They were arrested wheu 
thi-y tried to pawn the gems for $75. 


Another case of a similar kind occurred in the same 


city last year. 
A collection of jewelled ornaments 


valued at $32,000 was sent from New York iu care 
of an express company. A boy, seventeen years old,- 
helper on the wagon, having been disappointed in 
some love affair, bethought him to win the favor cf 
hi.s lady fair by a gift of gems.

So-calk-d rose bugs will cause no 


trouble, as a rule, after

gone. These Insects seem to come with 
the weeds and. unless allowed to get a 
rooting, disappear with them. 
If rose 


gardeners can. prevent 
daisies

growing near their plants, they will 
usually achieve success. 


A common error

AN EASILY MADE ICE BOX 


Cleverly Deviced Refrigerator Which Keeps Milk, 


Water, Fruit and Butter Cool Without Ice, 


BY JUXIEE PUBVT8.

While I was in California last sum- 
ler I saw almost everywhere coolers 


refrigerators which were used to 


eep milk sweet, butter firm, and to 
•ool water; all this being done without 
he use of ice. I made one of these 
:oolers myself, and most of those I saw 
•ere made by local carpenters, al- 
hough they are kept on sale in some of 
he towns. 


I am not an expert with tools, and in 


he remote place where I happened to 
>e tools were scarce, but with only a 
;quare, saw and hatchet I made the 
ooler, and it worked just as well as 
my other one I ever saw. 


We kept butter perfectly firm in it. 


ind fresh meat cool and sweet. All 
iorts of stewed fruit was kept in it 
nuch longer than it would have kept 
mtslde, as the temperature was above 
00 degrees for weeks at a time and 
ivent as high as 110 more than once.

The sketch shows the cooler with th 


front curtain looped back to show th 
shelves. 


We would put glass fruit cans full o 


drinking water in this cooler, and 
was kept cool and refreshing, and prob 
ably much more wholesome for drink 
ing purposes than it would have bee 
had it been iced. 


To make one of these coolers a skel- 
ton frame made of 2x2 inch posts. 
lined by^IxS inch strips, is set up. 
n this shelves are put at convenient 
(stances ajiart and the four sides are 
overed 
with burlap. I used barley 


acks for this purpose. 
The cooler I made was three feet 
quare. 
Ordinarily n -water-tight box 


Ight or ten inches deep the size of the 
op is made and set on the top of the 
frame. Around the box near the bot- 
om a row of gimlet holes is bored and 
hese are fitted with plugs. 


The bopc is tilled with water and the 
lugs in the holes are loosened until 
he water seeps out just enough to run 
[own through the burlap on the sides 
nd keep it wet all the time. The bur- 
ap on the front side is fastened to 
>nly one post, the top and the other 
;ide being kept in place by rings along 
he edge which are slipped over nails 
partly driven in. 


This constitutes the door through 


which access is gained to the inside of 
the cooler. Once in a. while 1 saw one 
with a skeleton door over which the 
burlap was stretched as screen wire 
would be over a screen door, but this 
was considered rather elaborate for 
most people. 


For h time I hesitated 
because I 


could not contrive how to make a wa- 
ter-tight box with the tools at 
mi- 


command. At last I happened to think 
of a superannuated galvanized iron 
ivnshtub and I used this with perfect 
sucess, punching the holes in it with a 
\virc nail. 


This sort of a cooler could be used 


anywhere during the hot weather and 
is a real boon to those who live where 
ice is not procurable. 


Any carpenter can build a nice one in 


a few hours. The principle on which it 
works is a well-known one in physics 
—that evaporation extracts the heat 
from the air. 


The water, seeping down through 


the loose burlap sides of 
this cooler, 


evaporates as rapidly as it drips from 
the box and thus cools the interior 
many degrees below the outside 'tem- 
perature. 


Such a cooler requires that the water 


box be filled once or twice n. day, rarely 
more than once, and the benefits de- 
rived from it much more than com- 
pensate for the labor involved.

When you set a hen it is best to fix 


the box or barrel so that she can leave 
the nest only when you let her out 
to eat. She. should be let out once a 
day and be allowed to dust herself, 
pick up a little grit and gravel and 
have a good feeding of heat-producing 
food. 
Feed the setters a little corn 


when they come off the nest. 


When they begin hatching you will 


need some little coops, and it will be 
very pleasant work to build these. 
like tight coops tor the hens and 
chickens to prevent rots, weasels nnd 
skunks from getting in and killing the 
little chickens.

LITTLE HELPS IN HOME LIFE 


Great care should be taken to keep 


the refrigerator perfectly fresh 
and 


clean. It should be thoroughly washed 
every week with soap and water in 
which borax has been dissolved, and 
it Is well to have a certain day for the 
cleansing.

The fact that frequently better and 


more hay may be secured through fall 
than through spring seeding In some 
cases may be attributed to the follow- 
ing reasons: 


It may happen that the soil Is of 


loose texture and is easily worked- 
one that otherwise cannot long retain 
moisture in the early summer and in 
limes of drought: where burning off 
of spring-sown .grass might follow, and 
where location of Held is such that In 
the winter the snow will evenly cove 
it. thus preventing it from freezing an< 
heaving out. 


When grass seed is sown unon early 


'lowed grass sod the autumn—even 
ery late—is a better time for seeding 
lian the spring. 


At a season when rains are frequent 
here will not be as much reason to 
bring the sod into good capillary action 
as there would be in the spring, at a 
ime when the youtip plants are forced 
o depend in a great measure on the 
store of moisture that the land has 
accumulated during the winter. 


By seeding grass seed in the fall the 


seeds of weeds as well as those of 


ss will germinate, and the early 


frost will then kill the germinated weed 
seeds and not hurt the 
germinated 
grass seeds. 


In this manner weeds that might 


otherwise do positive Injury to young 
grass arc put out of the way alto- 
gether 


It must be remembered tbat grass 


seed and cereal grain seed will germi- 
nate and grow at much lower tempera- 
tures than most of the really hurtful 
weeds. 


Those weed seeds not germinating 


will not cause annoyance to the grass 
plantlets when those plantlets have 
once become well established. Fall 
grain seeded with grass will help to 
hold a covering of snow upon the land 
during the winter nnd so tend to shield 
the grass from harm.

vivor lays about 200 eggs set up on end 
and glued together in the shape of a 
raft, on the surface of a dirty pool, 
barrel, cesspool or in any other dirty, 
stagnant water and then dies. About 
three weeks later those eggs are full 
of mosquitoes. Many broods hatch in 
a. single season, and each brood must 
have dirty water for the wrigglers to 
feed upon. In clean water they die. 
Therefore, the only intelligent way to 
combat this pest is to do away with the 
fcreeding places. Kill every mosquito 
seen, keep them out of doors, allow no 
pools of stagnant water to stand about 
the premises, and in caso there is a 
rain barrel it should have a tight top. 
Cisterns, cesspools and pits for liquid 
manure should be guarded. 
Cellars 


should be fumigated every fall and 
spring. In case pools of stagnant water 
cannot be drained covering them with 
low-grade kerosene will kill off the 
wrigglers in them at the time, as well 
as every female who comes to lay her 
eggs there.

Americans build as good roads 
is Englishmen or Frenchmen, but, hav- 
ng done so, they rest contented with 
ihei'r efforts and let

breath of air, speeding automobile or 
drenching rain blow or wash the road 
surface away. 


In the countries of Europe, where the 


well-nigh perfect roads arc the pride 
of the citizens and the envy and ad- 
miration of^visiting Americans, most 
jealous care is constantly given: a care- 
ful day-by-day inspection is made and 
every depression is quickly filled and 
all inequalities rolled or tamped. 


Millions of money have been wasted 


in building roads which local condi- 
tions made impracticable and out of 


proportion to the county's 
all cost 
revenue. 


There are exceptions to all rules, 


however, and Pike county, Alabama, 
stands as a glittering: exception to the 
usual construction blunder. There thc 
county officials had planned to ex- 
pend a large sum in thc building of 
gravel roads; 


W. L. Spoon. United States superin- 


tendent of road construction, being sent 
to make an inspection of the county's 
road possibilities, learned that 700 
miles of important routes needed im- 
provement. He figured that thc cost of 
gravel roads would be $3,000 a. mile— 
plainly a sum greater than the county 
could be bonded for. Conditions, how- 
ever, were ideal for sand-clay con- 
struction, and he strongly urged its 


adoption. By a legal proviso the coun- 
ty could be bonded for only 3% per 
cent of thc assessed value of the real 
and perosnal property. The plan was 
decided upon and an issue of $143,000 
was voted. 
Ouno hundred thousand 


dollars' worth of the bonds were quick- 
ly sold, being disposed of in $50,000 al- 
lotments. 


The first allotment brought a pre- 


mium of 5C2S and the second' one S823. 
Forty thousand dollars was at once 
spent for mules and road-building ma- 
chinery, and work was started. 


With thc sum remaining US miles of 


thc finest sand-clay roads in the south 
had been built within two years from 
the date of the bond issue; a generous 
sum was still on hand; eight gangs 
were at work, and thc people were so 
pleased that they stood ready to take 
up thc remaining issue of $43,000 and 
expend it in thc same way. 


Many farmers fear a bond Issue as 


they do thc visit of the chinch bug or 
the Kansas grasshopper, but thc bene- 
fits they derive from that method of 
raising money for road improvement 
aie far-reaching nnd immediate, while 
the individual tax on each is so small 
that it i? scarcely noticeable.

FEED FOR STRONG PIGS 


The Nebraska experiment station re- 


ports some very interesting experi- 
ments in the effect of food on the 
strength of bone in pigs. 


The experiment shows very marked 


increase In • the strength when tank- 
age pr ground bone is fed in addition 
to corn. To accurately determine the 
bone strength, the two principal bones 
in each leg of each animal were re- 
moved and broken in a machine. 


Four pigs were fed in each lot, mak- 


ing the figures given in the average. 
The average breaking strength per 100 
pounds live weight of hogs after twen- 
ty-two weeks of feeding was as fol- 
lows:
